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Marketing Quotas 
Must Be Approved 


Georgia cotton farmers, along with 
those of other cotton producing states, will 
vote next Tuesday on whether to accept 
the national marketing quota of 10,000,000 
bales for 1954 set by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Benson. 

It is inconceivable to think they might 
turn it down. 

The Department of Agriculture esti- 
mated Tuesday that this year’s crop will 
be 16,437,000 bales, the fourth largest éut- 
put on record. It will push the total of 
cotton supplies on hand to nearly 22,000,- 
000 bales, indicating a carryover of from 
9,000,000 to 10,000,000 bales next year. 

Under the present law, it became man- 
datory for Mr. Benson to invoke quotas 
and acreage allotments. The law defines 
normal supply and requires controls when 
it is exceeded. The acreage allotment of 
approximately 18,000,000 will be almost 
30 per cent below that planted this year. 

is is a steep cut, as Mr. Benson has said, 
d may be upped by the session of Con- 
ess early next year.

An Attack Is Made 


On Another Disease 


Medical progress is eliminating one 
disease after another as a crippler and 
cause of death. One by one science has 
beaten them back, and names of illnesses 
that formerly struck the heart with terror 
now almost can be dismissed with a shrug 
and a course of shots. 


Among those remaining for which 
there is no positive cure is multiple scle- 
rosis. It is a chronic nerve disease, a crip- 
pler, and strikes without warning, usual- 
ly in the prime of a person’s life. It is es- 
timated that more than 250,000 Ameri- 
cans have this strange illness, and many 
of them are permanently incapacitated. 


A National Multiple Sclerosis Society 
has been formed and an Atlanta chapter 
organized to focus public attention on the 
problem and to aid in the search for 
methods to combat it. Public attention 
and funds for research may in a few years 
add multiple sclerosis to the list of ill- 
nesses, which, like pneumonia, have been 
licked.

War Veterans’ Benefits 
Were Higher in 1870 


From time to time there are blasts 
from various sources about the high cost 
of government services to war veterans, 
Insofar as these are directed to extrava- 
gance .and waste in administration, they 
probably have some substance. However, 
considering the number of veterans to- 
day and the economic conditions of the 
country the per veteran cost is actually 
less than it was as long ago as 1870. 

In 1870 the living veterans were 4.5 
per cent of the population. This had 
risen in 1952 to 12.6. In 1870 the cost of 
veterans’ benefits was 9.9 per cent of the 
total cost of federal expenditures. With 
a much broader program, the cost of vet- 
erans’ affairs in 1953 will amount to about 
5.8 per cent. 

In 1870 the cost of veterans’ benefits 
was .5 per cent of the total national in- 
come. Today with millions more veterans, 
the cost has risen to only 1.5 per cent of 
the total. 

Faced with these figures, it is possible 
to see that Congress has retained a sense 
of proportion in relation to the job at 
hand and the country’s economic capaci- 
ties.

Sawdust Is the Latest 
Trick for Your Garden 


The pine, like the pig, has more than 
one use. From it comes lumber, naval 
stores and cellulose. From naval stores 
and cellulose many, many things can be 
made, and the Georgia pine finds its way 
into hundreds of industrial products. 

About the only waste product of the 
pine is sawdust, and those who regard 
this item of little value may change their 
minds. Toombs County. Agent Eugene 
Brogdon has been experimenting with 
sawdust as a soil conditioner, and in the 
cases of plants that like acidity has found 
it excellent. It is good for evergreens 
and lawns, It can be used to loosen soil, 


prevent erosion, and to re-invigorate bare - 


ground under heavy shade. Old sawdust 
is best, said Mr. Brogdon) and if you fol- 
low his sawdust for fertility routine, re- 
member to double the amount of nitrogen 
you ordinarily use. , 

Those who process the pig say they 
can use about all of- that compact animal 
except the tail and the squeal. The pine is 
just about as economic a package as the 
pig, and all in all is much easier to raise.

The Negroes were waiting in line 
to get into the courtroom and hear 
the arguments for a final act of 
freedom—freedom for their chil- 
dren to go to the same schools as 
white children, in short, for an end 
of segregation that exists still in 
many states and here in our na- 
tional capital. There ‘were argu- 
ments on the other side, too — for 
continued segregation. They were 
from lawyers’ representing 17 
states and the District of Columbia. 


Another Supreme Court, a long’ 


time ago, delivered itself of the 
Dred Scott decision. Dred Scott 
was a runaway slave. And not so 
long afterward there was a great 
war, and the slaves were freed. 
There was a constitutional amend- 
ment, the 13th, which said slavery 
was at an end forever in the United 
States. There was another amend- 
ment, the 14th, which said that no 
state could ‘“‘deprive any person of 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law, nor deny to any 
person within its jurisdiction the 
equal protection of the laws.”’ 


Couldn’t that mean that all chil- . 


dren, black as well as white, can 
go to the same public schools cre- 
ated by state law? 4 


There’s the issue. | 
Once again, as so often before, 


the 14th Amendment is caught up 
in tthe whirlwind of history, a buf- 
feted and tortured collection of 
words, and thrust before another 
Supreme Court, that now presided 
over by Chief Justice Earl Warren. 
In 1896, the court, in the now 
famous case of Plessy versus Fer- 
guson, interpreted the 14th Amend- 
ment to justify segregation of Ne- 
groes on railroads if, at the same 
time, separate but equal facilities 
were provided. That has been the 
precedent for segregation in 
schools, though it is well known 
how unequal and inadequate facili- 
ties for Negroes are in so many 
parts of the South. | 
A corps of legal talent represent- 
ing Negro families which brought 
the case, headed by Thurgood Mar- 
shall, counsel for the National 
Assn. for Advancement of Colored 
People, is asking the court to move 
boldly aWay from the past and its 
precedents and interpret the 14th 
Amendment to mean bonafide and 
real “equal protection of the laws’’ 
that would end segregation in pub- 
lic schools. Of members of his race 
Mr. Marshall said to the court, 
“They are all American~ citizens 
who by accident of birth are of a 
different color.”

The Devil’s Nose 
Blocked the Path 


It’s a mighty rough road from Quito to Guay- 
aquil and it’s downhill nearly all the way. Quito, 
the capital of Ecuador, is better than 9,000 feet 
above sea level. Less than 300 miles distant is the flourishing port of 


Guayaquil and the railroad that 


cities is something else indeed. 


It is a spectacuiar piece of en- 
gineering through as spectacular 
a piece of country as the world 
has. At one point, in a final 
attempt to get out of the Andes 
and down to the coast, the line 
clings to the side of a sheer 
cliff, and by means of a switch- 
back descends 2,500 feet in a few 
minutes. 

At the base of the cliff the road 
picks up a river valley and finishes 
its journey to the sea in a relative- 
ly normal fashion. Near the base 
are two cemeteries, and the pace 


of the train is leisurely enough for - 


the traveler to spot the Anglo- 
Saxon names on the headstones, 
probably engineers and construc- 
tion men who lost their lives on 
this roadbuilding job. 


The Devil’s Nose is the name 
of the place. It is an enormous 
jutting rock that nearly blocks 
the narrow pass that leads to the 
coastal lowlands. 

The Quito-Guayaquil Express, a 
complimentary term for the col- 
lection of cars that takes 16 hours 
for the journéy, worked its way 
to the summit of the pass and 
stopped. On one side was a for- 
bidding mountain, rutted by land- 
slides. Below was a lot of wild 
blue yonder, and finally way 


down there a river. 


On one hand, a mountain that 
had slipped before and looked like 
it might slide again. On_ the 
other, space, rocks and a river.

Along a narrow ledge on a steep 
grade the train crept. It worked 
its way around one $ide of the 
Devil’s Nose and across a bridge. 
Then the other side of the nose, 
and a halt. The mountain's face 
was too sheer to proceed further. 
The train then backed down a sec- 
tion of track blasted into the rocky 
face below its earlier path. First 
the zig. Then the zag. Another 
halt, and the express proceeded 
head first again, the Andes at its” 
tack, and no obstacles between it 
and its destination except the peo- 
ple and animals that used its 
track as the best pathway through 
the lowland jungles. 

The Guayaquil and Quito Rail- 
way is a line of great character 
and flavor like the two cities 
whose name it bears. Quito is 
Spanish colonial, a city of dignity, 
culture and leisure. It was, and 
still may be, the most old world of 
all American capitals. 

Guayaquil is the commercial. 
city of the country with all the 
old world charm of Atlanta includ- 
ing an electric fountain. Its poli- 
tics usually were the opposite of 
Quito’s, and the rivalry between 
the two was intense. 


Once the railroad was the sole 
link between them, and a tenuous 
link it was. Perhaps air travel, 
which ignores the Andes and the 
Devil’s Nose, has brought the two 
cities closer together than the 
G & Q ever was able to do.

Carolina, Virginia, Delaware, 
Kansas and the District of Co- 
lumbia. Those from the four 
states were brought under the 
14th Amendment, which forbids 
any state to make or enforce laws 
that infringe upon the rights or 
privileges of any citizen of the 
United States. 

The District of Columbia case 
involves the provision of the Fifth 
Amendment that protects citizens 
from deprivation of life, liberty 
or property without due process 
of law. 

The basic issue in all the cases, 
however, was whether the states 
and the District have the con- 
stitutional power to require white 
and Négro pupils in elementary 
and secondary categories to at- 
tend separate public schools. 

A corollary question, argued at 
length, was whether the Supreme 
Court should now set aside a doc- 
trine, laid down by another court, 
nearly 60 years ago: that segrega- 
tion is not unconstitutional if equal 
facilities are provided for each 
race.

A 50-year-old man was sent to 
the hospital for observation. He 
looked healthy and claimed that 
he never felt better. Two weeks 
previously his chest had been 
X-rayed during an annual medi- 
cal examination and a suspicious 
shadow was noted in the right 
lung. 

Additional hospital studies 
were made and the shadow 
proved to be an early cancer of 
the lung. The malignancy was re- 
moved and within 10 days he was 
sent home to recuperate. The 
chest surgeon was encouraging 
about the outcome because the 
tumor was small and he was able 
to remove it completely. 

Many men and women are 
making the periodic examination 
an annual affiar. The checkup 


consists of a health history, phys- 
ical examination, and a variety 
of laboratory procedures. 

Studies have shown that four 
out of five men and women have 
an abnormality of some type 
when seen for the first time. By 
the next examination most of the 
defects are corrected so that the 
percentage of those harboring a 
disability at this time is greatly 
reduced. 

Is it possible for everyone to 
have an annual examination? An 
annual examination of every 
man, woman, and child would re- 
quire the full time services of 
half the physicians in the United 
States. It is more practical to 
limit the annual examination to 
children and to individuals over 
40 and those adults with a def- 
inite family history of cancer, di- 
abetes, or other hereditary dis- 
orders.

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Motorized Age Brings 
New Danger to Children 


Ours is a motorized age, and the children are motorized along 


with it. 

As soon as a baby is old canes 
to get a touch of fresh air, he 
goes out in the family car. 

As the baby grows and is able 
to sit up, he usually is immobil- 
ized in a small automobile seat 
with a safety strap. Later when 
able to stand and walk, the baby 
chafes at the confinement of the 
seat and wants to stand beside 
the driver. 

As this is patently unsafe, he 
usually is relegated to the back 
seat where he has the time of his 
life crawling and standing and 
practicing somersaults and beg- 
ging to get back in the front seat. 


DON’T TOUCH 

Mechanically, automobiles to- 
day have been made as safe as 
possible for babies and small 
children. Doors lock, although a 
locked door often is not safe 
enough, 

Rear windows open only parti- 
ally, leaving an aperture ordi- 
narily too small for a child to 
crawl, climb,.or fall through, and 
in some cars the rear windows 
open only when a dial is touched 
by the driver. Many cars today 
also came equipped with shatter- 
proof otis 


These many improvements, 
coupled with constant alertness 
on the part of the adult driver, 
tend to make us feel our children 
are perfectly safe in cars. 

They are, as long as the -chil- 
dren are moored and the car 
meets with no accident. Yet as 
soon as the child enters what is 
merrily known as the ‘‘independ- 
ent’’ stage, around two years, the 
greatest precaution of all, the 
safety seat, usually is abandoned. 

He can stand up ‘“‘by myself,” 


and he does. He stands on the 
back seat leaning against the 
back of it. No matter how many 
times he is told to sit down, he 
pops back up like a jack-in-the 
box. 


POSTURE CASE 

The average parent thinks this 
is fine as long as the child 
doesn't fall, and if the car goes 
at a routine pace with routine 
stops and startings, the child 
rarely does fall. Fine? Not 


wholly. 


An interesting observation was 


made in Australia not long ago by 


Dr. Jean Macnamara of Mel- 
bourne when a little girl of 2'3 
was brought in for examination. 
Something was wrong with the 
child's posture. 

When two years old, she had 
seemed physically perfect, but 
within six short months she was 
standing with her knees far apart 
and curved severely inward to- 
ward the back, while her spine 
had an acute lordosis (the spine 
curved in while the abdomen 
flared out). 

Careful study showed the 
cause: The child spent an aver- 
age of two hours a day driving 
with her mother. While in the 
car, she stood. She braced her- 
self against the back of the seat 
by placing her feet forward and 
her knees and shoulders back 
against the cushions. 

The little girl was fortunate. 
Alert parents noticed she wasn't 
standing properly. The applica- 
tion of knee splints at night and 
the use of an automobile seat 
while driving probably will cor- 
rect her trouble, for it was 
caught early.

Face Facts 


On Schools, 
Ellis Urges 


A retiring member of the Uni- 
versity System Board of Regents 
yesterday warned against hasty, 
*‘ill-considered’’ action in the 
event the U.S. Supreme Court 
bans segregation in public schools 
and called on the state’s educa- 
tion leaders to face the situa- 
tion ‘‘with an open mind.’’ 

Rutherford Ellis of Atlanta, a 
member of the board for 11 
years, told the regents they are 
confronted with their ‘most 
serious problem.’’ 

“‘When it presents itself,”’ he 
said, ‘‘face it with an open mind, 
weigh all the facts and then ask 
God for guidance.’’ 
COMPLETES TERM 

Ellis, who represents the Fifth 
Congressional district on the 
board, completes his term this 
year. He will be succeeded by 
David Rice of Atlanta in January. 

Reviewing his service as a 
board member, the Atlanja at- 
torney recalled that when he was 
appointed in 1942 the state was 
faced with an educational crisis, 
its schools having been ‘“dis- 
credited because of politica] in- 
terference.”’ 

“The administration of Gov. 
Ellis Arnall made the Board of 
Regents a constitutional body, re- 
lieving it of political pressure. I 
have served under three gover- 
nors since then,’’ he said; ‘‘and 
not one of them has ever tried to 
exert any pressure.” 

FAILED TO SELL 

Ellis told the regents he 
thought they had failed in only 
one respect. 

*‘We have failed and the alumni 
associations have failed to sell the 
University System of Georgia to 
the people of this state and to 
the people of other states. 

“Too many young men and 
women are still going out of state 
for higher education. There is no 
reason for them to do so,’’ he de- 
elared. ‘“‘We have the finest 
schools in the U. S. here in Geor- 
gia.”’ 

Ellis said university system en- 
rollment has increased in ll 
years from 10,000 to 24,000 and 
the state, which contributed only 
$1,700,000 for the support of the 
system in 1943, now allocates 
over $14,000,000. 

WORK APPROVED 


At its December meeting yes-|, 
terday, the board approved con- 
struction of a physical education 
building at Georgia Teachers Col- 
lege at Statesboro and authorized 
expenditure of nearly $120,000 for 
repairs, equipment and additions 
in the system. 

The board, which previously 
had approved the GTC building 
when funds were available, said 
it had been notified by the Uni- 
versity System Building Authority 
that money has been set aside 
for that purpose.

Survey Shows 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


--- Despite somewhat higher salaries offered in the East and 
Midwest, technical specialists trained in the Southeast tend to 
tind employment in this region. 

That’s the conclusion of Prof. R. L. Wilkinson, placement 
director of Southern Technical Institute in Chamblee, who recent- 
ly surveyed and analyzed the earning capacity of the school’s 
graduates. STI, a unit of Georgia Tech’s Engineering Extension 
Division, offers a two-year educational course in eight fields of 
specialization. 

Wilkinson estimated that at least 90 per cent of STI’s gradu- 
ates remain in the Southeast to work. He said 89 per cent of the 
school’s present enroliment is from this region, which shows ‘‘we 
are not losing trained personnel to other areas.”’ 

He also pointed out that ‘‘a high percentage of those who do 
begin jobs away from home return after a very brief period of 
employment.” 

Salary-wise, Southern Tech graduates are doing well, which 
indicates a high level of income for technically trained personnel 
in Southeastern business and industry. This is particularly true 
in view of the fact that the school was organized just five-and- 
a-half years ago, which means its oldest graduates have no 
more than four years’ on-the-job experience. 

More than 85 per cent of those responding to the survey are 
making more than $300 a month, while nearly half reported an- 
nual incomes in excess of $4,800. 

Wilkinson, who is also on the staff of the school’s mathe- 
matics and physics departments, does not claim absolute validity 
for the analysis since only about one-fifth of STI’s alumni re-

In Minimum Salary 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (—Ma- 
jor league club owners made 
three concessions today to 
baseball players but turned 
down or delayed action on all 


other proposals. 

Here are the _ concessions 
made: 

1. The minimum salary was 
raised from $6,000 to $6,000 a 
year. 

2. Moving allowance was in- 
creased from $500 to $600 for 
players transferred from a 
western league team to an east- 
ern and vice versa.
